DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Jon Stewart was seen on the subway heading 
from Bridgehampton to Sag Harbor on Tuesday 
morning at 11 a.m. At the same hour, Jimmy 
Fallon was seen on the subway heading’ from 
Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton. They might have 
seen each other when the trains passed one 
another up near Long Pond, but maybe not. 


THE EASTPORT ROUNDTABLE 

Not many people know about the abandoned 
subway station just beyond Eastport at East 
Moriches. Heading west, you get off the subway 
at Eastport, cross the platform, and board a 
fresh eastbound subway going the other way. 
But where do they turn around? Is this magic? 
No it isn’t. The turnaround is in the abandoned 
East Moriches station where a skeleton staff 
of Hampton Subway employees shepherds 
the trains around the horseshoe curve there. 


There is a stop where workmen board the 
train and clean the floor and seats and gather 
up any trash that might be found. The train is 
there for 20 minutes. Then it finishes going 
around. Our new marketing director, Herb 
Bentley, today announced a special weekly tour 
of the turnaround in that station for Sunday at 
noon. Interested straphangers who want to go 
will spend $30 to assemble at that hour at the 
Southampton subway entrance and be bussed 
down to Eastport, where they can board the 
westbound train with a guide and enjoy the full 
experience of the turnaround in East Moriches. 
With the guide’s introduction, announcements 
and the brochures to read, the tour lasts for 
an hour and a half, and you will get to see the 
picking up of the trash by workmen wearing 
gloves, the vacuum cleaner crew moving in and 
out, and the seat and window cleaning crew at 
work. Tipping is not permitted. 


DUNE ROAD SPUR 

Since 1995, Hampton Subway has had a plan in 
place to put a separate tunnel underneath Dune 
Road the full 14-mile length of the peninsula 
from Hampton Bays to Cupsogue County Beach 


in Westhampton Beach. But after meetings 
with the Army Corp of Engineers recently, we 
are being forced to put this plan aside as the 
Engineers intend to buttress Dune Road’s south 
face with sandbags and the weight would be too 
great for a tunnel to bear. We will reconsider the 
project when there is global cooling.

CLEANING OUR HEADQUARTERS BUILDING

uncovered numerous Swastika emblems from 
the original construction in 1934. The Hampton 
Subway building is the only building in America 
built by Nazi architect Albert Speer. Based on 
plans for an office building constructed in Berlin 
that year, it was quite something in its day. We’ve 
ordered the swastikas removed and destroyed.

The board of directors of Hamptons Subway 
received the first draft of an end-of-year 
report Monday. The numbers show that use of 
Hamptons Subway increased by 3% over the 
year earlier, but profits were up 17% due to the 
rate increase for riders put in on July 1, 2014 and 
a drop in maintenance costs by leaving some 
work undone.

authorities cited the spa’s use of “unidentifiable 
homemade creams, lotions and unguents”—the 
presence of which, when coupled with the 
existence of a fully operational rendering plant 
in the spa’s backyard, invited “rather horrifying 
suspicions.” Authorities also noted that among 
the services provided by the spa was something 
called “Gwynnie’s Delite’—a treatment that was 
not explained but seemed to have something to 
do with the unlicensed coal-fired boiler in the 
spa’s backroom. McGumbus was surprisingly 
upbeat about the closure, and he grinned as he 
announced plans to repurpose his equipment 
to start a door-to-door rug-steaming business. 


CALM URGED AMID FEAR 

Local police are once again urging calm as 
nervous citizens grapple with the chilling reality 
of having the 13th day of the month fall on a 
Friday. From the police advisory: “The system 
we use of assigning numbers to days, along 
with a parallel system of naming days of the 
week, means that inevitably the number 13 and 
the name Friday will occasionally be used to 
identify the same length of time. We understand 
how trying this is for the community, and urge 
people to stay home if they feel unable to cope 
with the stress.”

A New Religion in the Hamptons Offers Praise to a Rescue Cargo Plane 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he dark green four-engine propeller plane 

lumbers slowly through the skies over the 
Hamptons. All of us are familiar with it. It’s seen 
about once a month sniffing around up there, 
banking into a slow turn over the ocean— 
one wing high, the other low—then leveling 
to head off over the hills of, for example, 
Bridgehampton. Soon, it’s off into the distance 
and gone. 

It’s been up there doing this for more than 
20 years. It does seem impossible that those 
four propellers can hold it up and move it along 
the way they do. It also seems possible to race 
it. You might be driving along on the six-lane 
Sunrise Highway and see it off to the right over 
the ocean, heading west to east over the little 
villages and towns of the South Fork—just as 
you are. It is so big and heavy and seems very 
slow. On the straightaway you accelerate to 65 
miles an hour, 70, 75. But you can’t keep up. It’s 
an optical illusion that you thought you could. 

Many people on the East End know what 
this plane is all about. Some don't. It’s a 
military plane, based at the Gabreski Airport 
in Westhampton, an important part—probably 
the most important part—of the 106th Rescue 
Wing of the Air National Guard based there. 


This unit consists of several hundred highly 
skilled men and women trained for sea rescues. 
A ship off Nova Scotia gets in trouble in 
heavy seas. The call for help comes. The 106th, 
like firemen, race out onto the runway and 
take off in this HC-130 “Hercules” cargo plane, 
always full of fuel and rescue equipment and 
supplies and it heads out, leading a team of 
helicopters, refueling the helicopters in the 
air along the way, until they get to the site of 
the trouble. Men and women in the sea may 
be in life rafts getting thrown around. Men and 
women onboard may be hanging on as the ship 
sinks. Men and women in lifejackets may be 
splashing in the water. The rescue team throws 
ropes out of the choppers and down toward 
the sea, and then they themselves, laden with 
equipment, rappel down these ropes to rescue 
those in distress and get them hauled back up 
into the safety of the sky. Then the choppers, 
their job done, head back toward land and, with 
the C-130 shepherding them along, set down 
at. hospital helicopter pads where paramedics 
take the injured into the emergency rooms. 
The 106th Air Rescue Wing has completed 
many rescues over the years, both military 
and civilian. The military orders it out over 
the Atlantic whenever there is a manned space 
launch. It services the (Cont'd on next page)

entire eastern seaboard. It is the only rescue 
unit on this coast. 

Personally, I view the occasional, lazy flight 
of the C-130 over eastern Long Island to be for 
pilot training. It’s clear from the way the plane 
turns and banks that it is not off and going 
somewhere. | imagine a young trainee in there 
at the stick, with a more experienced pilot 
sitting alongside. 

“Easy, easy. Don’t rush it. All right. Let’s take 
her home. But at Gabreski, Il] bring her in.” 

I also think these flights might be for the 
airplane itself. It’s at least 20 years old. C-130s 
have been hauling cargo, troops and tanks for 
the military for more than 50 years. You’ve got 
to keep them in shape by flying them, or, when 
needed, fixing them and then flying to make 
sure whatever you fixed stays fixed. 

But then there are others who have a whole 
different view of this C-130. They see it as a god 
and they have created a church to worship it. 
The church is called the Church of the C-130, 
and I recently visited it in Hampton Bays on a 
Monday to attend a service. 

The church is not one of our larger ones. It 
is on Starbuck Avenue in Hampton Bays. It’s 
a white clapboard affair with a large assembly 
hall inside and a cupola up top with a big bell 
that clangs to call the faithful to the service, 
which is every Monday at 4 p.m. 

Inside, as you sit in the pews, the sun streams 
through the tall windows lighting up the colorful 
stained-glass C-130 in the center with little 
images of helicopters flying underneath. 

And up front, at a podium, the priest, garbed 


in a long white cloak with a painting of a 
propeller on the back, raises his arms to invoke 
the C-130. 

“Oh hear us, Great C-130, come to us, come 
rescue us, for we have sinned and we wish 
to repent under the sheltering wings of your 
great masterful omnipotence. Come to us, Great

The priest then makes a buzzing noise with 
his lips for a while, invoking the sound of an 
engine, actually four engines, to induce its 
appearance. This chant is repeated. 

“Oh hear us, Great C-130, come to us, for 
we have sinned and we wish to repent under 
the sheltering wings of your great masterful 
omnipotence. Come rescue us, Great C-130.” 

And if that doesn’t do it, then it is repeated 
again and again. 

Finally, sure enough, the congregation knows 
the Great C-130 is coming. They don’t see it out 
the windows. But they hear it, in the west, a 
very soft rumbling sound far off. After a while, 
through the stained glass they can see the 
speck in the sky, far away, low over the trees. 

Up in the belfry, the great bell starts to clang. 
And it clangs and clangs and clangs. And the 
congregation rises. 

“Over here,” they shout. “Over here, oh Great 
C-130. Your wings are our shelter, your engines 
our salvation. Over here, come to us.” 

And indeed, the plane is coming. It is now 
quite visible, heavily laden, perhaps with 
punishments, perhaps with forgiveness, for we 
know not until it gets here. 

“Your wings are fabulous, your cockpit 


sparkling, your tail stiff and straight, your 
fuselage a temple.” 

And the priest says this over and over. 

Soon, the C-130 comes closer and louder. 
Sometimes there are helicopters under it. 
Sometimes not. 

“Your wings are fabulous, your cockpit 
sparkling, your tail stiff and straight, your 
fuselage a temple.” 

“Do you come with your angels?” the 
congregation chants. “Do you come alone? 
We beseech you, oh Great C-130, do you come 
to forgive? Do you come to punish? Oh Great 
Redeemer, we beseech you to come to us, come 
rescue us and accept our blessings and prayers 
and requests for forgiveness. For we have 
strayed and sinned and we have lost our way.” 

The next part of this invocation is drowned 
out by the engines of the plane as it roars low 
over the temple. This is the traditional roaring 
low over the temple. So we don’t know whether 
this is a forgiveness, a lecture, a condemning 
of the sinners to doom or a celebration of our 


prayers. Only the Priest knows. And he tells us. 


“We are all forgiven. You may sit.” 

And with that, the C-130 roars overhead 
and then slowly fades away off to the east, 
apparently in search of other worshipers. Or 
anyone drowning. It’s one or the other. 

The congregation then sits for the next five 
minutes in silence, thinking about things. And 
then the priest says they can go home, and so 
they do.

All winners will receive trophies, 
framed certificates and other prizes. Also at 
the awards ceremony, the recipient of a Dan’s 
Papers college scholarship at Stony Brook 


University’s English i aia as will 
be announced. 

In addition to our annual $6,000 
Literary Prize for Nonfiction, we 
are, this year, offering a second 
prize: the Dan’s Papers $4,000 
Emerging Writers Literary 
Prize for Nonfiction. 

This competition is open 
only to those 25 years old 
or under. Entrants can be 
students, young adult graduates 
or anyone else. This competition is 
separate from the regular competition, 
but runs concurrently with it.

It’s funny how the French 
have so many words for love. What’s the story 
behind this piece? 

My father was French, I went to boarding 
school in France as a child and then to the 
Lycée Francais in New York. I spend a lot of 
time in France and am always impressed by just 


how much romance is a part of their culture. - 


Paris truly is the “city of love,” and whether I’m 
actually in France or not, it is always inside me! 

My client Susie wanted to commission me 
to paint an anniversary gift for her husband, 
Jacques, who happens to be French. One of 
the expressions that I love that I hadn’t used in 
a piece is “Je suis sous le charme.” It literally 
means “I’ve fallen in love.” But it’s almost as 
if the person in love were powerless to feel 
otherwise, that they’ve fallen under a spell and 
can’t help but be in love. 


There is a folk-art quality to your work, which 
actually a lot of contemporary artists are 


doing, but yours seems unique and natural. 
How did your style evolve? 

I was actually born in Florence, Italy, to 
parents who were trained artists. There is a 
photo of newborn me in the arms of my father, 
standing in front of Michelangelo’s David. 
My mom’s medium was mostly pen and ink, 
although she sculpted, did mosaics, and later 
became a celebrated quilt designer. She owned 
a quilt shop in Southampton for years. We lived 
in South America when I was very young [and] | 
was becoming influenced by the vibrant colors 
and primitive art. 

I never took an art class, and never even 
picked up a paintbrush until I was 30 years old! 
| had just moved to Los Angeles and was having 
a really challenging time finding the sense of 
community that is so important to me. It was 
during this period that a new friend invited me 
over for dinner. He had great music on, wine, 
and paints spread out on the floor. He thrust 
a paintbrush in my hand and I was hooked. 
Within months I was getting commissions. 


You’ve. done commissions for a lot of 
interesting people for their weddings. How 
did this come about? 

Like everything else, it’s happened completely 
organically. One of the first commissions I 
received was to paint [Viacom chairman] 
Sumner Redstone’s wedding portrait. My 
clients wanted to give him something truly 
unique, so they gave him and his wife a 
portrait that | created just for them, and it 


became Mr. Redstone’s favorite painting. 

Jimmy Fallon and his wife, Nancy, are a 
wonderful couple who have commissioned me 
to paint a number of portraits for their close 
friends and family. They have my work in 
almost every room of their house both in New 
York City and in the Hamptons. 

I was recently commissioned to paint a 
“Welcome to the World” painting for Shonda 
Rhimes, who was adopting her third child. My 
clients were thrilled that they had rendered 
today’s most successful television writer, in her 
words, “speechless.” That I can bring joy is as 
much a gift to me as it is to the person receiving 
a commissioned painting. 


Where do you find inspiration for your 
creativity? : 

Iam constantly inspired by my subjects, and I 
think it comes through in my work, whether it’s 
a family portrait, a feeling like “La Vie en Rose” 
or something clever and cheeky, like “Smoking 
in the Boy’s Room.” I love being a part of a love 
story, when someone commissions me for an 
anniversary or wedding gift. I love creating 
work that honors those who have fought for our 
rights, like Martin Luther King Jr., Rosa Parks, 
Harvey Milk or even Billie Jean King. I think that 
my passion comes across in the pieces. @&

Start Training for the Bridgehampton Half!

; As Valentine’s Day 
' approaches, I’ve been 
thinking a lot about the 
things I love. 

At the top of the list 
is running. Over the 
weekend, | met a friend 
who told me that she was 

_ very committed to keeping 
) in shape, but admitted 
that she had a hard time 
running outdoors. What did I like most about it? 

It was difficult to put the feeling of freedom 
that comes with running, particularly running 
outside, into words. But I think my favorite 
aspect is the fact that long runs are great mental 
cleansers. Begin your effort with a problem, and 
feel it unravel as you put in the mileage. 

I love how running provides you with both 
the ability to zone out, and the opportunity to 
hone in on a specific goal, whether that be time- 
based, distance-based or fitness-based. My goal 
for now is to get back into shape after taking a 
few months off due to injury. Later this year, I 
would like to run a half marathon in under an 
hour and 30 minutes, and I’m currently putting 
in the base work to get there. 

Though I haven’t signed up for a race yet, 
it’s occurred to me that we’re now 12 weeks 
away from the second-annual Bridgehampton 
Half Marathon, to be held on May 9. For those 
who are thinking about doing it—and there 


: 


should be many, as 
the half marathon is 
the fastest-growing 
race in the country, as 
far as the number of 
participants—12 weeks 
is the exact amount of 
time most programs 
recommend you train. 

Ive run three halfs’ 
over the past two years. 
Here are some tips 
from my experience: 

1. When I ran my 
first half, I consulted Hal Higdon’s highly 
regarded training program, available for free 
at halhigdon.com. Higdon recommends that 
people training for their first-ever half first be 
able to comfortably run three miles multiple 
times a week. If that sounds like you, head over 
to the site and check out the guides, which 
Higdon has compiled for runners of all abilities. 

2. The key to training successfully is twofold: 
completing quality long runs once a week, and 
taking enough time to rest and cross train. 
Novices should plan to build on their long runs 
by one mile once every two weeks. 

3. Higdon also recommends supplementing a 
few long runs with races—specifically, a 5K and 
a 10K. This increases the likelihood of running 
a competitive half marathon. During a race, 
the mental component is more important than 
the physical, and practicing how to race will 
ensure that the time you put into training leads

to the best results on 


race day. 
4. For tracking your 
long run, there are 


plenty of GPS watches 
on the market. But if you 
don’t want to make the 
investment, the website 
mapmyrun.com allows 
you to do just that. 
Simply sign up, pick a 
starting point and map 
your route. 

5. Do not’ ever 
underestimate the importance of cross training, 
which prevents you from developing some 
muscles at the expense of others, thereby

reducing your risk of injury. Yoga and barre 


classes are a great form of cross training, as 
they focus on upper-body strength and core 
strength. Cross training is also a solid option if 
weather makes the roads unsafe. 

6. Lastly, I highly recommend signing up for 
the race with a friend, as you can provide each 
other with motivation to train during undesirable 
weather. The hardest part of running a half isn’t 
the actual race. It’s committing to training 
over 12 weeks. Focus on the fun, and reap the 
rewards of competing come May 9.

DINING OUT 
The best of 
the Eat End. 


Shipshape German Food at Shippy’s East

t was the best of times, it was the wurst of times. 

Such times can be hard to come by on the East 
End, the number of restaurants offering genuine 
German fare being roughly equivalent to the number 
of beaches you’d consider sunbathing upon during 
the first week in February. 

Shippy’s Pumpernickels East Restaurant has 
been offering delicious, traditional German options 
since 1978, when Adolf “Ed” Nielsen purchased the 
establishment. Nielsen, who we were sorry to hear 
had passed away this past week, brought authentic 
German flavors and hospitality to the Hamptons— 
that distinctive, echt Deutsch combination of careful 
execution and quiet comfort. Shippy’s is one of those 
off-the-tourist-track spots year-rounders call home, 
dark and warm and sporting a collection of regulars 
at the bar who always set the perfect locals scene. 
There’s a decided lack of pretension, no see-and- 
be-seen scene here or gaggles of selfie-sharers. Just 
a casual warmth, present no matter the season but 
nicely suited to wintertime dining out. 

Beer is a necessity for getting in the Bavarian state 
of mind, and both “helles,” or light, and “dunkel,” 
or dark, are on tap. Either pairs with a starter 
such as the raw oysters, briny and chilly but not 
icy, or the marinated herring in sour cream and 
onions, a pleasant combination of sweet and sour 
and a genuine standout among the appetizers. The 
German-style onion rings are not actually “rings” at 
all, but rather a tasty nest of thin-sliced and crispy 


straws. It is a little hard to figure out how to eat them 
in a dignified manner. But the maintenance of dignity 
isn’t really the highest priority—Shippy’s is fairly 
casual, after all, and guests are here for the food. 

German food is all about wonderful things being 
made out of the humblest of ingredients—it’s in the 
attention to details. Consider sauerkraut. Sauerkraut 
doesn’t have to be that mouth-puckering stuff found 
at baseball stadium hot dog stands. Cooked properly, 
the German way, it can become a tasty treat, the 
perfect accompaniment to authentic wursts. 

And what about those wursts? If indifferently 
sourced, those too can resemble ballpark fare, little 
better than hot dogs with slightly different shapes. 
But a good German bratwurst is an exalted thing, not 
too salty, subtly seasoned, and nicely grilled. 

The Bavarian House Platter consists of one 
kassler rippchen (that’s a German-style smoked 
pork chop, and smoky it is!) and your choice of 
knockwurst (beef sausage), weisswurst (veal sausage) 
or bratwurst (pork sausage). Select that last option 
and you’re rewarded with a perfectly turned-out brat, 
complete with that tasty sauerkraut. 

Additional German classics such as sauerbraten 
and wiener schnitzel crown the menu, (along with 
specials worth keeping an eye out for, such as a 
savory beef goulash over egg noodles that had 
forks reaching from four corners for a taste during 
a lunchtime visit), accompanied by traditional sides 
like red cabbage and potato dumplings. 

And then there is the rouladen. You know you are 
in a place that knows its German when the waitress,

before allowing you to order the rouladen, asks 
whether you like it with the pickle. This is no small 
matter. Rouladen is a dish of thinly rolled beef slices 
filled with onions and bacon and—depending upon 
the chef—pickles, smothered in brown gravy. There 
are, to be clear, two entrenched sides in the great 
rouladen debate, people taking up camps along 
either side of the pickle. The gherkin is a winning 
addition here, and might even be able to draw converts 
from those convinced the pickle-free version is best. Of 
course, if there’s any doubt, simply go with a wurst.

RE Mogul Ian Reisner Dishes on 


BY SHARON FEIEREISEN 


amptons resident Ian Reisner has established 

himself as a major player in real estate. A 
hotelier, he focuses on residential and hospitality 
developments. Reisner has been in the news lately 
as he and P.J. McAteer, have purchased dockside 
frontage making up 80% of the commercial real 
estate space on Fire Island Pines for $10.1 million. 
The established business will open for this coming 
season with cosmetic changes, from April through 
October. When a_ branding/licensing deal is 
hammered out, the property will undergo a planned 
$4 million renovation and will then re-open in 2016. 
We spoke with the mogul about his background and 
his thoughts on East End real estate. 


Did you always know you wanted to stay on the 
East End? 

I grew up summering in the Hamptons. My parents 
met in Quogue in 1959. I learned real estate while 
watching my dad search for, negotiate and then buy 
and renovate a few Hamptons places in the 1980s and 
1990s. This was my start. Then I spent part of the 
last 20-plus summers in East Hampton watching and 
investigating real estate, usually through the lenses 
and wallets of my friends. I learned the market cold. 


Can you tell us a little bit about your 
background as it relates to real _ estate? 
I’m the Managing Partner and President of Parkview 
Developers, LLC and the founder and visionary 


behind The OUT Hotel, the world’s first “straight- 
friendly” urban resort. I co-founded Parkview 
Developers in 2000. It focuses on residential and 
hospitality development mainly in New York and 
Chicago. Projects have included new construction 
developments, assemblages and owning and 
operating the Carnegie Hotel off Columbus Circle and 
developing and managing The OUT Hotel 
complex. Our largest project has been f~ 
the rejuvenation of 230 Central Park 
South, [which has been] an acclaimed 
and highly successful “Condop” 
conversion that includes a new Art 
Deco facade and the combining and gut 
renovating of dozens of apartments. 

Prior to real estate development I 
had a 15-plus year career on Wall Street 
with Salomon Brothers and then Bank 
of America where I was a Managing 
Director. | was also the co-founder of 
Watch World International, a nationwide 
chain of 119 specialty stores that was 
sold to Sunglass Hut International in 
June 2000 for $30 million. All 119 stores 
were planned, designed and constructed by myself 
and co-founder Mati Weiderpass; as much a real 
estate play as a retail business.
